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MAP SERVICE IN THE UNIVERSITY LIBRARY

Because of the many changes in international boundaries follovrine World 
War I, and World War II; the growing demands for independence ainong world 
colonies; the "police action" in Korea; and, general world unrest, the people 
of the United States are becoming more and more map conscious. But even now, 
maps are considered as minor publications and are usually administered as suchdé 
As reference tools, maps are seldom given major consideration. 


The chief problem of map administration apart from cataloging is the matter 
of storage and equinment which arises from wide differences in size and form of 
georraphic material. In the Librarv, may be found a large globe and there is 


soon to be a relief map of the Northwest, There are sheet maps, roll maps, 
folded maps, and maps in atlases and books, 


The map collection of the University library may be classed in five separate 
catecories, senerally supplemental, but distinct entities for administration and 
storage. 


These maps are available for classroom use. They may be checked out to any 
faculty member, or to students who may require them to illustrate an oral report 
in class. 


U.S. Army Maps 





Mans have long been associated with military intelligence, as well as with 
pirate treasures, and adventure. Today, the greater part of the maps constitut- 
ing the University of Idaho collection are military maps. 


There are approximately 0,000 military maps, which are large scale topo- 
graphic maps of small areas, They have been reproduced from the mans used to 
fight the battles of World War II. In many cases, the maps of the foreign zones 
of war included in the collection have been reproduced from maps orizinally com= 
piled and devised by the country where the battles were fouvtht. Jor example, 
the maps of Syria and Lebanon were done by the L'Annexe del'Institut géographique 
national au Levant; and other maps by the Geographical Section, General Staff of 
the War Office of Great Britain. 


All of the countries of the world, however, are not complete; in fact, not 
even the United States is complete. The program of supplying these maps was de- 
signed as a continuous project, but the Korean "police action" interrupted the 
Army map service and the pvrorram has been discontinued. 


The Army maps are filed in the large map cases on the wast end of the second 
floor of the Library in the Periodicals Reading Room. 


There are two methods of ascertaining the whereabouts of maps in the cases. 
A cataloc is maintained at the weference Desk (first floor Reading Room) and in- 
dividuals desiring to use the collection may use the catalog or request the ser- 
vices of the Reference librarian. Or, index maps in loose leaf books are on 
tables adjacent to the map cases. Interpretive data is supplied for use of these 
index maps. All maps indicated on the index maps as being in the collection are 
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not there, however, as many are still classified secret by the Army and not yet 
released to the public. 


UsSs Geolorical Survey Topographic and Geological Maps 





For the individual who wants the geography or geology of a specific area to 
trace the trail of a pioneer or the location of a mythical gold mine, the United 
States Geological Survey maps are the source. No other printed map will do so 
well. 


The library has approximately 10,850 of these maps and new ones are added 
at a rate of 750-1000 per year. 


The United States Geological Survey topographic mans come in two, series--? 
the 15 minute (15 minutes of longitude and latitude) series and the 7% minute 
(74 minutes of longitude and latitude) series. sventually, the entire United 
States will be done in both series. Of the two, the 74 minute serics shows the 
greater detail, outlining houses, churches, schools, etc. in recognizable form, 
whereas the other series indicates these land marks by dots only. 

This prozram was started in the 1080's but is far from being completed. 
California, strangely enough is the more nearly complete, whereas Idaho is very 
scantily mapped. 


These maps are located in the map cases adjacent to the Reference desk in 
the iain Reading Room. Maps are filed by name of the various states. Each state 
is made up of separate sheets or quadrangles named from the most vrominent geo- 
granhic feature on that sheet, Cegey Weiser sheet, Boise quadran7zj, Payette 
Lakes sheet, etc, These sheets are filed alphabetically by name of sheet within 
the confines of the state. 


Index maps by state are suvplied on the top of the cases indicating what 
has been completed in the various states, but these are not published concurrent- 
ly with the maps and there are more maps than the index shows. 


Atlases 


For peneral reference, the collection of bound atlases are best. The li- 
brary offers a variety of subject atlases--The Atlas of American Agriculture, 
the wand Mellally Business Atlas and liarketing Guide, the Britannica World Atlas, 
the Haminond ‘orld Atlas, the Grcat Soviet world Atlas, and otherse One old at- 
las noted for its cartographic excellence, Stielers Atlas, 1907, is included in 
the collection. 


Whereas the great Soviet .orld Atlas which is in Russian is composed of 
3 volumes, the Library has only volume I (1938). Volume 2 is very scarce, and 
only 3 copies of volume 3 are in the United States--the War Department, the 
State Department, and the Library of Congress each have one copys 


The atlases are classified and cataloged in the Dewey system as any other 
book in the Library, and may be found through the catalog. They are shelved ad- 
jacent to the Reference Desk, and like all reference books are available for use 
in the library without going to the iteference librarian. 


General maps (historical) 





The historical map collection of the library contains variety enough to suit

the casual seeker or the serious student. These mans are the product of years 
of collecting, and contain the efforts of various publishers, organizations, 
cartocraphers, etce In this general group may be found National Gco;raphic maps, 
Life maps, Fortune maps, commemorative maps (e.g., Oregon Trail, lewis and Clark 
route), state maps (land departments, survey maps), rare and old mans, and 
foreign maps. 





One of the older mans is a facsimile colored reprint of an early Spanish 
map of the world dated 1527. This man was published in 1905 by the Hispanic 
Society. Actually, the oldest map in the collection is an 1317 map of the United 
St2tcs in four parts, shoving the route of lewis and Clark across the continent. 


Naturally, in this collection, Idaho has received the zreater emphasis. 
Some of the maps of carly Idaho are indeed interesting. One map of English 
oricin shows Idaho as it never was. The oldcst map showing the area of Idaho 
as a part of the Oregon Territory is dated 1835 and was published in New York. 
In an 1348 map, Idaho was represented as Nez Perce or Saptin country. The old- 
est man showing Idaho as a separate state or territory is dated 1873. There 
are many other early maps of Iduho when it was a part of Orecon or Washington 
territory, and when Idaho showed Alturas and Logan counties, now non~existent. 


These maps are housed in the map cases at the iteference Desk. They are 
filed alphabetically by map name (i.e., tiashington Territory, Idaho Territory, 
Oregon Trail, etc.) and chronologically under the map name. 


Other Government Denartment hans 








There are only a few of these highly specialized maps. Generally, they 
are illustrative of the activities of various covernment agencies, The Post 
Office dopartment publishes a nostal man showing classcs of post officcs in the 
nation (the Librarv does not get all of these); the Census Bureau, every ten 
years, publishes a map of the minor civil divisions of the country--crecincts, 
countics, townships, ctc.3; the Bureau of rublic xXoads prints trafiic flow maps 
on federal roads in the individual states or parts of statessand, the rorest 
Service publishes maos of the national parks and forests, outlining trails, 
camo) sites, etc. 


These mans are located throuch the »onthly Cataloe of the United States 
Government rrinting Office. Library holdings of this tyoc of map are given the 
Superintendent of Documents Classification and are filed by that classification 
in the map cascs at the xkeference Desk. Assistance of the icfcrence Librarian 
is usually required to use then.

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THE I}iPORTANCE OF FEDERAL DOCUMENTS 


"Success in research denends unon information carefully g.thered and stored, 
exncrtly evaluated arninst facts already know." 


wach step in the development of a research project cills for 2n cvaluation 
of what has becn accomplishcd in the ficld and a decision on how to proceed. The 
decision mst be bascd on as much information, current and non-current, bearing 
on the problem as can be located. The collection of current information in as- 
sociation with older information vermits the individual an appraisal of the 
necessity of his research and measurement of the successful accomplishment of 
the project. uven the smallest units of information mst be utilized in the 
mensurcment process. Research plans may altcr on the basis of some individual 
bit of information. 


The importance of scattered, but rclatcd bits of informition has rrext sig- 
nificance to the exncrienced researcher. w#ach researcher should have available 
at the outsct of research, the right type of information org inized in 2 way best 
suited to his project. Lack of adcquate, correlated, current information im- 
p2irs the effuctiveness and authoritativeness of the entire prorran. 


The failure to locate and utilize cxistcent knowledge beforc starting 42 re- 
search projcct may result in no more than 2 duplication of 2nother rescarcher!s 
work. Time spent in the Library may be money saved in the laboratory of re- 
search. 


The value of federal docurcnts lics in their usc, not in their collection. 
Effective usc of the information found in fedcral documents may greatly 2id in 


the active administration of a resuarch project. Th: Documents Librarian as an 
aid to the researcher may supply indexes of document scrics pertinent to the in- 
tended project. Students and faculty are urged to use the docwuncnt information 
facilitics to thc maximum. 


With the wide range of technical interests, 2s well as liberal wats in- 
terests at the University, and the number of publications availrtble in vach 
ficld, the indexes of tho povernment documents provide casy access to currcnt 
and tincly information. Government publications ire not indexed, 1s 1 general 
rule, in commerci2l indexes, and much information of value to planned research 
may substantiate or altuer decisions to procucd. 


It is the aim of the Library to make the new facts 2nd public2ztions knomm 
to the personnel in the virious ficlds or departments of thc University. Publi- 
cations of cxperimental work done in other states and in federal stations are 
an integral part, and of great importance to the work done hcree iithin the 
scope of government publications lies current information on forcign relations, 
political scicnce, architecture, home economics, cducation, history and econo- 
mics. To make this information known is the library's responsibility: to usc 
this information is the faculty's obligation. - Rodney ‘aldron

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BOOK LOANS TO FACULTY 





Yor the purpose of clarification and to assist faculty members who desire 
to borrow books on either an indefinite or restricted loan basis, the definitions 
and procedures set down below may prove helpful. 


A. Indefinite Loan Basis. By the term indefinite loan is meant a loan without 
date of termination, of: 





1. Specialized materials to schools, colleges or departments for direct use 
close at hand in connection with classroom or laboratory work. They are 
highly specialized and, presumably, are not likely to be wanted by anyone 
not working in the same areas. Requests for such loans should be made, 
in the case of books, through the Loan Librarian and, in the case of 
veriodicals, through the Serials Librarian. These materials, usually 
small collections, are loaned indefinitely to departments, such as Chem- 
istry, for direct laboratory reference use and, unlike the books loaned 
on a restricted or six months basis, are not subject to recall for shelv- 
ing in the library. They may be recalled, however, by the librarian if 
other departments should subsequently require them in their work. Small 
collections of books loaned to schools, colleges or departments are, 
however, subject to an annual inventory by the librarian, who will have 
a member of the staff insvect these book depositories at least once a 
year to check for missing items and to return to the library temporarily 
those which may require repair. 


Books or related materials to school, colleges, departments or individual 
faculty members which have been purchased by a department from its own 
funds, then cataloged by the library and routed to the college, school 

or department which purchased them. These books are not subject to re- 
call by the library except under special circumstances. 


Be. Restricted Loan Basis. By the term restricted loan is meant the charging of: 





le. Books or other printed matter to individual members of the faculty for 4 
period not to exceed six months, after which they are to be returned to 
the library in accordance with the policy formulated by the Library Com- 
mittee and approved by the Academic Council. 


GIFTS 


- The Library is the recipient of a valuable gift collection on the Paci- 
fic ilorthwest from Harry W. hiarsh of Boise. The Marsh collection contains rare 
volumes on the early history of the West. Included are Report on the Construc- 
tion of a Military Road from Fort Walla Walla to Fort Benton, Captain John Mullan, 
1863, Beyond the liississippi, or Life and Adventure on the Prairies, Mountains 
and Pacific Coast, Alhert D. Richardson, 1369, and The Undeveloped West, J. H. 
Beadle, 1573.. Kiso intluded is a set of photographs depicting Idaho's early 
mining history. 























- Alfred Robinson of ifoscow has given to the Library the writings and pub- 
lications of his father, the late Dr. Frank B. Robinson, who founded Psychiana. 
The collection comprises twenty-two books and pamphlets. 
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- Mrs. Charles H. Hart and her son, Charles H. Hart III, have given to the 
University a collection of 120 volumes from the library of the late Colonel 
Charles H. Hart II. 


- Miss Bmia C, Clarke of Spokane has given to the Library a collection con- 
taining various papers, record books, clippings, photographs, scrapbooks and 
other miscellany belonging to her father, the late Charles «}. Clarke, of Post 
Falls, Idaho. 


- William Buchanan of Moscow has turned over to the University indefinitely 
and for proper safekeeping, a file of the Moscow Mirror. The file is bound in 
five separate volumes and comprise the following: V. Jj (July 3, 1825) through 
V. 5 (June 17, 1857); V. 7 (arch 29, 1889) through V. 10 (June 2), 1892). 


- The library has acquired on permanent loan, the files of the Nez Perce 
News, published in lewiston, Idaho Territory, 1381-1886, and nine volumes of 
the Idaho County Free Press, vublished in Grangeville, Idaho Territory, 1836- 
1896. Miss &dith Kading presented these files to the University of Idaho for 
Mrs. Earl l'ulhall, daughter of Aaron F. Parker, a Regent of the University, 
1897-1299. llr. Parker, publisher of the Nez Perce News and the Idaho County 
Free Press, also had another newspaper venture during the year 135] when he 
started the Cover d'Alene Eagle, which ran only from the Svring to early Fall 
during the stampede to mine in the Couer d'Alene area. This gift is of extreme 
value to research in Idaho history, since they are two of the earliest news- 
papers in Idaho, and rank with the Lewiston Teller, the Ketchum Keystone, and 
the Owyhee Avalanche in historical importance. 


























The Library is indeed grateful for these gifts and for the interest in the 
University of idaho which these donors have shown,

receipt of the catalog, was cancelled by the dealer because the book had al- 
ready been sold. Only by the ercatest promptness in adcring by wire can the 
most desirable titles be sccured. 


BRIEFS 


- The usefulness or value of a collere library can never be measured, for 
the library is an educational institution, and education, according to the best 
liberal arts tradition, is an awakening and a growth. 


- The library will be used heavily only when books become the major instru- 
ments by which the educational program is carried on. 


- Books in the library are uscless unless they are used, and in a college 
this means primarily used for the teaching purpose for which the institution 
exists. 











- A lack of correlation between books borrowed and rrades received may be 
due to either of two types of divergence, good grades with little reading or 
bad grades with much reading, Both relationships appear in any considerable 
sct of records, but the latter seems to be provortionately less frequent, Ther 
is some positive evidence that students who read widely gonerally do better thai 
average, though the relationship mav not necessarily be causative. -- Teaching 
with Books, by Harvie Branscomb, 1910. 


~- The only basis for detcrming what the library budget should be is a cal- 
culation of the actual cost involved in providing effective library support for 
the educational program of the institution. This is far more satisfactory than

- As a matter of fact, no completely satisfactory subject classification 
scheme can be worked out, for the simple rcason that all knowledge is a unity, 
and any one segment is related to various other segments depending upon the 
aspect of it which is in view at a particular time. Furthermore, books are 
not written on one sub ject only but also on several subjects, An attempt to 
put books on shelves in accordance with their subject contents can never be 
more than very nartially successful. -- Harvie Branscomb in Teaching with Books,

Some educators maintain that if college training is designed to vrovide 
a liberal. education, it should sive the student time for independent reading 
and thinking. The college library staff then should assume considerable re- 
sponsibility for directing the free reading of students and for providing an 
abundance of stimulating and worthwhile reading materials on subjects not 
covered by the curriculum. These materials should be readily accessible. 
The assumption underlying this point of view is that the curriculum is not 
planned to absorb all the student's interest and time and that some students 
will spend their spare time in reading instead of in athletics, music, or 
some other form of diversion. 


The second point of view concerning the encouragement of student read- 
ing is based upon the assumption that during the years which the student 
spends in college and pays for guidance in reading and study, the curricu- 
lum should be so well planned that it utilizes all his time in purposeful 
educational activity. This does not mean that he will spend all his time 
reading snecial assignments; it means that the reading of stimulating books 
of all kinds is cleverly combined with the reading of volumes intended to 
forward some academic objective. In a course in geology when students are 
studying the characterisites of loess, the instructor could make the study 
much more dramatic by reading part of Edgar Snow's Red Star Over China in 
which these depositional formations are strikingly described. Bv suggest- 
ing stimulating novels, books of travel, and other popularly written books 
the instructor makes certain facts much more vivid and realistic to his 
students. At the same time he has the opportunity of stimulating on-going 
readinz interests and habits waich are an essential part of any liberal 
education. Id¢ally the encouragement of student reading should be a major 
ob jective of every educational system and inherent in every coursee --
